This recon- 
ciliation has been sought in the interes 
of Belford, who is known to be thi 
leader of the Blaine forces m his region 
and whose daughter is married to Gen 
eral Grant's son. The original scheme 
contemplates the nomination of Blatn 
for the Presidency, with inducements 
of the Secretaryship of State held on 
to Grant and the Senate to be handed 
back to Conkling.

under this scheme, if it could be oarriei 
out, the Republican party would enter 
upon the next campaign -with a spin 
of unbounded enthusiasm. It is now 
certain that a reconciliation between 
Blaine and Grant has boon effected. I 
is stated that Belford, of Colorado, has 
been the on* acting in the role of me 
diator. 


Belford had a long interview with 


Conkling at his chambers last evening, 
daring which tbe political situation 
was privately but fully discussed, 
The 


precise details of the converaati&n can 
not be obtained, as Belford will not 
talk; but ha does not deny the clmrac 
Set of the interview, and the fact thai 
Belford went directly from Coakling to 
Ohaffee and from Chaffee to Secretary 
Teller furnished sufficient clue to what 
was in the wind. It appears that Belford 


' has been quite active in the matter, and 


being on a friendly footing with all the 
parties and a good fellow himself, Uas 
rapidly forwarded a plan for harmony 
From Teller he sought Secretary Chan- 
dler and the conference lasted till mid- 
night. As tbe result of thesa media- 
tory efforts it is supposed that in tbe 
month of February the movement wili 
be set on foot looking to the nomina- 
tion of a Republican Presidential candi 
date who will receive the support of 
all shades of party factions. This move- 
ment may not be able to forestall the 
work of the convention! just called at 
Chicago, but it is merely intended to 
pave the way for harmonious action 
there next June. It is desired by the 
political leaders here that the Repub- 
lican convention of 1881 may uot be the 
scene of contention presented at the 
last one. 


Judge Belford was interrogated to-day

Last Monday morning a HttL 


breeze of excitement was created on 
onr streets by a mmor to the effeo 
that officers had started to Madalinc 
Plains for the purpose of arresting 
J. G. Looker, and that they weri 
armed with a warrant calling for th 
arrest of said Looper, for the murder 
of Samuel B. Shaw, the old man who 
was murdered, and whose head was 
severed from the body, at a cabin on 
Madaline Plains in September last 
Subsequently it waa ascertained thai 
tbe complaint upon which the war- 
rant was issued was made by a Mr 
Bailey, father of O. E, Bailey, Dep- 
uty Sheriff of this county. Mr, 
Bailey, it seems, is a professional de 
tectlve, and has been here for sev- 
eral days, but, as he has conducted 
himself in a very qoiet and unobtru- 
sive manner, had attracted but little 
atteutioa, and no one -seemed to 
know who he was or what was bis 
business. It has farther transpired 
(so the report goes) that Mr. Bailey's 
chief ground of suspicion is based 
upon a conversation he had with 
Looper on Sunday last. Last Satur- 
day Looper came to Alturas in com- 
pany with S. S. Bailey, and remain- 
ed until Sunday afternoon. 
This 


Mr. Bailey, learning who Looper 
was, watched him closely, and on 
Sunday requested a private conver- 
sation with him. 
After asking him 


a few questions concerning the Shaw 
murder, the old man suddenly arose, 
and 
confronting 
Looper, 
said: 


"Looper, you killed that man! you 
knew you did! You are a Mason, 
and you have murdered a brother 
Mason!" It is said that Looper be- 
came greatly agitated, and finally 
burst into tears, but all the time 
stoutly denied the accusation. These 
actions on Looper's part seemed to 
convince Bailey that he was the guilty 
party, and accordingly on Mon- 
day morning a warrant was placed in 
the hands of Nick Sullivan 
and 


George Dean, and they started in 
pursuit of Looper, overtaking him 
at W. S. Woods' ranch, near tLe 
Lasseu county line. They arrested 
him and lodged him in the county 
jail thut night. 


As to Looper's gilt or innocence, 


we, of course, are not prepared to 
express an opinion. He is compara- 
tively a stranger in this place, but 
we understand that he has hitherto 
borne a good reputation, and his 
frieuda are loth to believe that he is 
guilty of the crime. We can only 
hope that ho is innocent and will 
vindicate himself, but should he be 
proven guilty, ihere is uo punish- 
ment too severe for him.

30 yeais has been owned by the late 
Capt. J. F, O'Neil, and since his death 
by his widow.
